FREEDOM FOR THE RUSSIAN JEW (?) 


The following telegram, circulated by the Exchange Agency, has appeared in 
the Press :— 


I learn from a highly authoritative source that the Tsar is very shortly to sign 
a proclamation giving to the Jews in his dominions equal civil and political rights 
with his other subjects his concession, following on the autonomy for the 
reconstitution of Poland, is the second of a series of social and political reforms 
which the Emperor Nicholas has instituted on his subjects behalf, 


Mr. Zangwill’s View. 

~~ The following letcer from Mr. Zangwill appeared in the Times of Wednesday 

The rumour reported in your issue of to-day that the Tsar ts about to give civil and 
political rights to his Jews will, if confirmed, do muctrto relieve the teelings of those who, 
like myself, believe that the Fourtente with Russia was too high a price to pay even for 
safety aganist the German peril. Not that the Russians are not.a fine people; it 1s only 
with the Russian Government that civilisation has a quarrel, and the quarrel is as much 
on behalf of her Russian as her Jewish subjects. The offer of autonomy to Poland—even 
if it 1s only a stroke of business--shows that that Government is entering. 
Upon an era of greater intelligence, and learning at last from her British ally 
that minorities and dependencies are attached more closely by love than by fear. 
he emancipation of the Russian Jews would be felt as an immense relief in many 
countries, not only among Jews, who have felt bitterly that the old land of freedom was 
helping involuntarily to perpetuate the Pale, but among Christians also, for all civilisation 
suffers under this medieval survival with its sequela in massacre and emigration. In 
Russia there is a colossal field—half of Europe and half of Asia—for the energies of the 
six million Jews now cooped up in a province of which they are forbidden even the 
yillages. 

Their enfranchisement, would, indeed, be a logical consequence of the redemp- 
tion of Poland, tor how could Russia permit the Jews in her Polish dominion to be 
freer than in Russia proper? But there is no logic in Russia, and itis, alas! far from 
improbable that the Poles, now engaged in a barbarous boycott of their Jews, would be 
stupid enough to imitate Pussia.and deny them equality. In that case the Jews now in 
Austrian and German Poland would lose their hard-won rights just as the Jews of 
Khiva and Bokhara lost theirs when these regions were assigned to Russia. And 
Russian Jews would only assuredly count as human beings if Russia, «nstead of conquering 
German and Austrian Poland, herself loses to Germany her Baltic German-speaking 
provinces. In these—and they include the bulk of the Jewish Pale—the Jews would. be 
seised ata stroke of the rights they have so long vainly demanded from Russia. Is it not 
tragic that in this instance civilisation should have more to gain trom German militarism 
than fram our Eastern ally? I hope that in the final issue of this cosmic cataclysm 
England will not be found the catspaw of Powers opposed to her noblest traditions, buy 
that by her insistence on justice and freedom all round she will retrospectively justify her 
entente, show a glorious profit on her outlay in armaments, resume her moral hegemony 
of the world, and her old place in the affections of mankind. 


JEWISH WORK IN SOUTH AFRICA. 


The Griqualand West Congregation (Kimberley) held its forty-first annual 
meeting on July 19th. Mr. W. Sagar, J.P., presided. The Committee, in their 
annual report, state that the increase in membership and the financial progress of 
the last few years had been well maintained. The total receipts for the year 
amounted to #1,984. The President, in his address, pointed out that notwith- 
standing the extraordinary expenditure of the past twelve months, the balance at 
the bank was 4304, as compared with £94 the previous year. A letter from the 
Rev. Harris Isaacs, read at the meeting, stated that adequate religious instruction 
was now being given to children of every section of the community. Mr. 
Sagar was re-elected President. 7

The election of a local 
Crown Rabbi had to be postponed, because nearly. all voters lost their franchise 
in consequence of the legal proceedings instituted against them for the alleged 
offence of trading outside the Pale without adequate rights of domicile,

of the expulsion of all Jewish competitors from the town, _ . | 

The police of Odessa have arrested two Galician Jews, Rabbinowitch and his 
son, accusing them of being Tsadickim. The victims declare, however, that they 
merely, came to Odessa as tourists, and the Austrian Consul is supporting their 
claim. The police are, nevertheless, anxious to expel them from the country. 

The Montreal Board of Commissioners have adopted a number of the pro 
posals recently made by Mr. Louis S. Davis (formerly of London), for city 
improvements.

FACILITIES FOR JEWISH UNIVERSITY STUDENTS. 


To THE Epitor.—From Mr. LOUIS WAINSTEIN, Hon. Secretary, Giasgeo. 
University Jewish Society, 184,, Rutherglyn Road, Glasgow, 

Sir,—I have read with very great interest your interview evith Judge Teste! 
and particularly the latter s remarks on the restrictions imposed upen cur brethren 
in the East in respect to higher education. Having regard to his appeal I deem 
it not inopportune to acquaint you and those whom it may concern with the 
fact that the hardship of the foreign student has always claimed the unremitting 
attention of the above named Society, and with the object of alleviating this in as 
many instances as possible it was decided some two years ago to establish an Informa- 
tion Bureau for the purpose of furnishing information about Scottish Universities to 
those who intend to pursue their studies here. The success of this institution since 
its inception is evidenced by the constant flow of correspondence passing between 
it and the continent and the fact that it has been instrumental in bringing to this 
country a large number of students, thirty or forty of whom have taken up residence 
in Glasgow. | 

Our scope of activity, however, has been greatly limited owing to our inability 
to give information about English universities, and I would be very pleased io have 
the co-operation of anyone more enlightened than myself who cares to volunteer 


his or her services. 


The possibility of overcrowding any one university has not been overlooked, 
and with a view to preventing this a proposal for the formation of a union of alk 
the British University Jewish Societies was mooted, and as the result of my 
communications with other universities I am in a position to state that there is 
every prospect of such a union being formed. Indeed, but afew days ago | received 
a letter from the Melbourne University expressing their sympathy with the idea 
and signifying their intention of co-operating with us. |

[1 the vear stretching from February, 1913, to February last 278 out of 390 
cases conducted by Mr. Landau ended in the admission of the immigrants—surely

A Deceptive Start. 


Curiously enough, from the time that Mr. Landau took up his duties— 
Pebruary, 1912—until May 21st of the same year, not a single call was made upon 
lim. Sceptics must have begun to think that a great pother had been made over 
nothing. Ifthey did, events soon proved them wofully mistaken.

Solicitor attributes to two causes—first the Balkan war, which, in spite of the large 
number of Jews who fought under the various colours during its progress, caused 
the ficht of a number of conscripts and deserters ; and, secondly, the Polish boy- 
coit of Jews, which drove a number of the latter to seek their bread abroad. 


| The Attitude of the Board. 


Gencrally speaking, Mr. Landau seems to be satisfied with the attitude of the 
[immigration Board to his work. 

They lsten to me quite patiently,” he said to a representative of the JEWIsH 
Ciuronrece, “and are quite fair. The immigration officials try to do their duty 
as they see it. The Aliens Act ts difficult to work, and they do their best.” . 

Yet there are a number of points in respect of which all does not appear to be 
quite well? 

‘‘ Great hardships,” said Mr. Landau, “‘are suffered by young girls coming here 
to responsible relatives*« 1 have taken the view before the Board that. such girls 
arriving in London from abroad are, properly rejected by the immigration officer if 
they cannot satisfy him that they are coming to relatives well able to take care of 
them. The reason is that they may otherwise fall into bad hands. But when a 
responsible relative is produced then she should be admitted. But some Boards 
do not take this line. If, e.g., they find that the relative, though responsible, 
has iasuficient accommodation, then they will reject the immigrant. To meet 
this difficulty the Sara Pyke House has done excellent service by undertaking to 
take the girl in until better accommodation is forthcoming. But even this has not 
been enough, in some cases, and the girls have been excluded on some other 
eround,” 


Children Separated from Parents. 


How do the provisions of the Act in reference to health work ? 

‘Here the Board have lately taken up the position that they have absolutely 
no discretion. Once the medical officer has certified that an immigrant is suffering 
from infectious disease they are bound, they say, to reject—whatever the 
circumstances. Previously—especially in the case of young children—thev have 
made exceptions, On reasonable guarantees that the children are isolated and 
cured. But that is not done now ; and the consequence is a number of distressing 
cases of children being separated from their parents. Where the wife has come 
over with her little ones to her husband it means the enforced separation of the 

Is there not grave moral danger to a girl who is sent back to the continent 
perhaps with insufficient means ? wis 

“The Board say that that has nothing to do with them. Whether, in fact, the 


girl reaches home again safely depends on the effectiveness of the intervention of 
certain philanthropic societies. iene 


No Uniformity. 


The great blot on the administration of the Act,” Mr. Landau continued, “is 
its want of uniformity. Where you bave.admitted facts in an 
dispute you can, with reasonable limits, forecast the decision. 
the Immigration Board you never can. 
Board you may see six appeals, and all allowed. But next day, with a different 
constitutioa of the Board, but exactly similar circumstances, you may find them 
all rejected.

The Five Pound Look. 


One delusion that stillremains embedded in the immigrant’s mind is that a five 
pound note is a passport into thiscountry. “ They look utterly astonished,” s. 
Mr. Landau, “ when informed that it is really of no particular consequence.” 

The Solicitor, with the prompt assistance of Mr. Charles Emanuel (ti). 
Solicitor and Secretary of the Board of Deputies), has, however, gained on> 
important success, thanks to the intervention of the Home Office. This, briefly 
was the right of calling medical evidence ‘independently of that of the ‘medica 
officer appointed under the Act.

Mr. Landau recalled the case of an immigrant who was ill with varicose vein; 
and who went to a hospital. The authorities there recommended him to ente: 
an infirmary, which he did, being treated there for an additional complaint from 
which he was found to be suffering. The Guardians, however, took action, an! 
the man was eventually expelled from the country for having received poor law relie! 
If he trad been treated at the hospital he would not havé suffered this fate— and 
perhaps a Jewish hospital, if-there had been one, would have taken good care ty 
attend to him within its own walls so as to avoid such a misfortune. 


Tae Board-of Guardians’ Time Limit. 


This man had been here only seven months, the rule being that an immigra 
receiving parochial relief is hable to expulsion if he has been less than a vear :: 
this country. ‘*Atiens,” Mr. Landau said, “ particularly need relief from Jeu: 
sources, therefore, in the first twelve months of their sojourn here, if, in som: 
cases they are to avoid deportation. Yet the Jewish Board of Guardians grant iv 
assistance to immigrants who have been here less than six months. I thin 1 
Jewish charity ought to know no time limit.”

JEWS AND CONSUMPTION.

Sir,—In your issue of the week befcre last vou devoted a paragraph to th- 
above subject, in which vou gave figures from the annual report of Dr. ly | 
Thomas, Medical Officer of Health for Stepney, which tend to show that wlul.: 
the incidence of tuberculosis among Jews ts greater than among non-Jews, the 
mortality from that disease is considerably less than. among the latter. That Jew. 
die from tuberculosis in smaller proportion than non-Jews is a fact which has nu: 
only been suspected by doctors with any experience of Jewish patients but has been 
abundantly proved by statistics compiled in every part of the world. Ina pape: 
on ‘‘ Tuberculosis and the Jew,” which I contributed to the ‘ Tuberculosis Yeu 
Book and Sanatoria Annual” for 1913, I quoted figures collected by Dr. Fishber. 
which show that in Berlin, Budapest, Bucharest, Cracow, Lemberg, London, Ne« 
York, Tunis, and Vienna, the Jewish mortality from tuberculosis is only about hal! 
that of the non-Jews. Dr. A. Gaster also compared the United Synagogue buria 
reports for 1889-93 with the mortality retumfs of the Registrar-General for the sam: 
period and found the same result. In my‘paper in the Tuberculosis Year Book 
I also worked out figures comparing the results of sanatorium treatment in Jew> 
and non-Jews and found that they were far more favourable in the former than in 
the latter, in spite of the fact that the Jewish. patients belonged to a lower social 
level than their non-Jewish colleagues; and a study of the annual report o' 
the Whitechapel Tuberculosis Dispensary, just published, reveals results iv 
agreement with those given by me. .2 3 

As regards Tuberculosis morbidity among Jews, conflicting figures are given by 
different observers. This is not surprising if one takes into consideration the difficulty 
and uncertainty with which consumption can be diagnosed in its earliest stages. Itis 
owing to this difficulty of diagnosis that’ one is confronted by the astounding fact 
that whilst according to some German observers no less than 80 per cent. o! 
school children are affected with pulmonary tuberculosis, according to others the 
percentage is no more than 14. The general experience, however, of doctor> 
practising among Jews is probably in agreement with the view expressed by 
Dr. Thomas. Indeed, on theoretical grounds, one would expect this to be tlie 
case, for not only is the Jew’s physical development inferior to that of the non 
Jew, but it follows as a statistical corollary that if the Jews die in proportionate! 
much smaller number from the disease there necessarily remain a proportion: 
ately higher number among them afflicted with a chronic form of that malady. 

So far for facts. It is when we come to investigate the cause of the 
Jewish low tuberculosis mortality that we begin to tread on far less firm ground. 
The Jewish dietary laws with the ‘stringent AP'2 offer at first blush a very 
plausible explanation, but, on closer examination, such a theory is found to be 
‘altogether untenable. The true explanation seems to be a combination of tlie 
following factors 

(a) Survival of the fittest. It has been shown by I. Schwartz in Zeitschri/t 
Demogr. Stat. d. Juden, 1910, that during the Middle Ages Jews died from 
tuberculosis in very large numbers, and therefore those excessively predisposed to 
the disease may have been weeded out. 

(b) The great sobriety of the Jews and their comparative freedom from 
transmissible venereal disease, as well as the great care bestowed by Jewis!' 
mothers on their children give the Jew a stronger constitution to fight inst the

JEWISH CONTINGENT AT LEEDS. 

REMARKAELE SCENES OF ENTHUSIASM, 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.} 
The loyalty of the Leeds Jewish population was demonstrated at a public 

meeting which was convened by the Rey. M. Abrahams, B.A., yesterday week, for 
the formation of a Jewish contingent for Home Service, and which resulted in 
remarkable scenes of enthusiasm.. The meeting had been arranged to be held in 
the large hall of the Jewish Institute, but some time before the proceedings were 
due to commence, the building was crowded, there being fully 500 men and youths 
present. The crowd overflowed into the street, and the promoters of the meeting 
found it necessary to hold a second meeting outside. The attendance at this was 
fully 1,500 to 2,000. . 

___ -‘The Rev. M. AbRAtiAms, who presided, at the outset read a letter from Capt, 
‘live Behrens strongly urging Jewish young men to help forward the movement 
which he warmly commended. The Chairman, in ‘the course of his opening 
remarks, dwelt upon the loyalty of Jews. As a tender parent England had tended 
them when in trouble, and Jews need not be reminded of what their duty was to 
England in the present crisis. | 

Mr. M. Myers and Mr. J. COHEN having also spoken, a resolution, proposed 
by Messrs. H. M. SiMANs and H. Morris, resolving to form a Jewish contingent 
of volunteers, was carried. : 

The crowd at the open-aip meeting was addressed by the Rev. M. Abrahams 
and Messrs. Myers and Harrison. Names and addresses of volunteers were at once 
taken, and within a very short time over three hundred had signed the register.

During the week-end fifty additional names were added to the register at the 
Jewish Institute. Originally it was expected that these volunteers would be 
attached to other Jewish contingents which are already being formed, but.in view 
of the gratifying response and the fact that the Leeds regiments are up to strength, 
application has been made to the headquarters of the northern command at York 
for the incorporation of the Jewish contingent in some Yorkshire regiment. 

The Yorkshire Evening Post, of August 14th, remarks “that the Jews of 
Leeds have responded nobly tothe call to arms. ‘During the week thirty of them 
have joined the Regulars, practically all enlisting in the West Riding Regiment, 
with Headquarters at Halifax.” The writer refers to the enthusiastic scenes 
witnessed at the appeal for volunteers at the Jewish Institute. 


JEWISH WOMEN AND THE WAR, 


In connection with the movement at Leeds for the relief of distress caused 
by the War, and other ameliorative measures organised by the Lady Mayoress, 


a meeting of Jewish women, convened by Mrs. J. Cohen, was held at the 
Evelina Behrens Jewish Girls’ Club yesterday week. Mrs. J. Cohen. presided , 


and those present included the Lady Mayoress (Mrs, Charles Ratcliffe) and Mr. 


¢*harles Ratchffe, Mrs. Currer-Briggs, and Miss Kitson. 

Mrs. COHEN, in introducing the Lady Mayoress, said that they were there to 
show what they were willing to do for England in the present crisis. 

The Lapy MAYORESS expressed the hope that Jewish women would join other 
women of Leeds in doing their best for the men who were fighting for the country. 

Miss Kitson, in outlining the work which would have to be done, said that 
the principal duties would be visiting, sewing and knitting, shirt making, office 
work, nursing, and last, but not least, interpreting. It was just possible that 
wounded men might be brought to Leeds, and interpreters would be needed to 
speak to them and write for them. Women who knew French, German, and even 
Russian were required. 

A resolution was passed pledging those present to do al! they could to help 
the Lord Mayor, Lady Mayoress. and others in their endeavours, and it wa: 
decided that an office should be opéned at the Club,. where between the hour 


of seven and nine every evening, women could register their names and mak 


arrangements for receiving work.

JEWS AND REGISTRATION. 

The declaration of war between Great Britain and ‘Austria was responsible for 
an increased rush of aliens in Leeds to register themselves, in accordance with th 
terms of the Aliens Restriction Act. The bulk of the®aliens in Leeds are core 
ligionists from Poland and Russia, in addition to quite a large number of Austrian 
and Hungarians. | 

The action of the Chief Constable of Leeds, as the Aliens Registration Office: 
in issuing a further proclamation within the last few days whereby aliens of «// 
nationalities are now compelled to register themselves, has largely affected the loca! 
Jewish community. In accordance with the terms set forth in the original Royal, 
Proclamation, necessitating the registration of all aliens in certain restricted area: 
only {in which Leeds was not included), the communal authorities issued handbil!> 
in Yiddish for the guidance of foreign coreligionists. The further action, therefore, 
of the local authorities has been the cause of much misunderstanding and incon 
venience. Remarkable scenes have been witnessed each day at the Town Hall, 
where long queues of coreligionists are seen patiently awaiting their turn to be 
admitted for registration. The interminable wait invariably has entailed. much 


} inconvenience, more especially upon the numerous aged, who are compelled to 


stand for hours. The opening of a registration bureau in the city appears to have 
caused some confusion in the minds of those who are naturalised British subjects. 
The police keep a register of all naturalised subjects, and as the new Act applies 
to all aliens, the police are quite entitled to call upon’ naturalised 
subjects to produce their papers. The mere fact of registration does not, 0! 
course, include the more important step of naturalisation, and a registered person 
has still to obtain naturalisation papers, if he is entitled to them. Should he tak: 
this step during the next few weeks he may avoid much inconvenience in the future 
by at once notifying the fact to the police, who would then place his name in the 
register kept for such eases. | 

The present situation has also given rise to much discussion as to the legal 
status of British-born children of unnaturalised parents, and there have been 
varying opinions expressed on the subject in the local Press, : 


| JEWISH LADS’ BRIGADE OFFER. 

The Jewish Lads’ Brigade has placed its entire organisation at the disposal of 
the Government for any duties that may be assigned to it ;‘and Col. Sir E. D. Ward 
has gratefully accepted the offer. The Trustees of Camperdown House, in 
agreement with their principal tenants, the Jewish Lads’ Brigade and the Hutchison 
House Club for Working Lads, have also decided to place their extensive building 
at the disposal of the authorities. 


FUNDS COLLECTED AT FESTIVITIES. 


A substantial collection was made for the Prince of Wales’ Relief Fund, at 
the wedding festivities held on Tuesday, at the Monnickendam Rooms, in connection 
with the marriage of Miss E. Diamonstein and Mr. A. Rosenthal. Collections 
for the Fund have been made at nearly all recent Jewish festivities in the East 
End of London. In many cases they have been promoted by Mr. B. Rothenstein. 
At the wedding referred to above—and this also is typical of what takes place at 
Jewish functions now being held in East London—the patriotism of the guests 
was very much in evidence. They all joined in the singing of the National 
Anthems of England, France, and Russia.

PATRIOTISM OF THE JEWS OF ALSACE, 


Despite the bitter disabilities under which the Jews of Alsace laboured during 
the first years of the Revolution, the great wave of patriotism which swept 
throughout France did not leave them untouched. In the midst of the keenest 
| persecution, there were Jews in Alsace who stripped themselves almost to beggary, 

in order to aid their country in its herculean struggles. Congregations willingly 
gave up there synagogue treasures in order that the armies of their fatherland 
might be equipped. Jewish volunteers were not lacking in those armies, while of 
conscripts the Jews of Alsace werecompelled to provide far more than their due quota. 
_ Many Jews rose to commissioned rank in the armies of the Republic. Two, Jean 
, Lou's May and Simon. Mayer, who had. been.decorated for their services, were 
members of Napoleon's Sanhedrin. 

The condition of the Jews of Alsace during the nineteenth century compares 
very favourably with that in any of its predecessors. From a condition of 
subservience and oppression Jews rose to one of equality and of comfort. They 
took their part in the public life of the Province. In the reign of Louis Philippe, 
one, Colonel Cerf-Beer, was elected to the Chamber of Deputies. At the schools 
and colleges they received appointments, and Jewish professors have been elected 
to Chairs at» the University of Strassburg. This picture has, however, its reverse. 
The degrading oath More Judaico wasnot aboltshed until 1844 ; periods of political 
stress have almost invariably re-acted in anti-Jewish manifestations. Thus, in 1848, 
anti-Jewish riots at Altkirch—a town which has within the past few weeks become

Alsace did not, as might have been expected, lead to a considerable increase in t).e 
size of the Jewish population. It rose from about 23,000 in 1790, to 30,000 a! 
the time of the annexation by Germany in 1871. But in the meanwhile the general 
population had increased to a greater extent, and the proportion of Jews fell during 
the same period from one-thirtieth to one-fortieth. 

The annexation of Alsace-Lorraine in 1871 led to a considerable Jewish 
emigration, for the Jews were at one with their Christian neighbours in their 
devotion to France. On the other hand, there was an immigration of German 
fews which, however, barely counterbalanced the loss, and the proportion of Jews 
n the population of the Reichsland has now fallen to a forty-fifth. -On the other 
hand, the Jewry of Paris has been very largely recruited by Alsatian Jews. The, 
jews of Elsass at present fall well short of 30,000 | 


Muihausen, 


Miilhausen, the city which was temporarily occupied by an advanced force o 
the French, only to be immediately recovered by the Germans, has a Jewish 
population of about 2,500 with another thousand in the surrounding district. Jews 
have been settled in the city only since 1798 and the congregation dates from 1830. 
The Dreyfus family is especially identified with the city of Mulhausen. Its second 
Kabbi was Samuel Dreyfus, a wel! known Irench Jewish writer, who held office 
from 1832 until his death in 13°70. The Jewish infirmary, one fourth of the cost 
of the upkeep of whichis defrayed by the Municipality, was built on ground 
presented by the father of Captain Alfred Dreyfus, a leading member of the loca! 
community. Among the other communal institutions are the School of Arts and 
t{andicrafts of the Jews of Alsace which receives a considerable annual subsidy 
from the Municipality, a society for Jewish history and literature, a Chevra 
hadisha and several philanthropic institutions. 

Basie. 


Basle or Basel has happily been immune from the warlike operations by which 
the lands around the city are being laid desolute. Its territories are, neutral but 
it les on the very edge of Alsace and the hostile troops must almost be visible from 
the house tops of the City. Basle has a distinguished place in Jewish history. It 
was the scene of the first of the Zionist Congresses as well as of most of its successors 
and it may be said to be the birthplace of the modern Zionist Movement, of which 
the basis is the Basle programme. The Jewish history of the city dates back to 
the beginning of the thirteenth century and isan unhappy one. At the time of 
the French Revolution Jews had for long been excluded from the city. Never- 
theless, the Jewish refugees from the Alsatian outbreaks found a ready harbour 
and kind treatment there. It is not yet a century since Jews were permitted to 
remain permanently in Basle. The first comers hailed from. France about 1845. 
Sy the law of 1849 their presence was grudgingly accepted, but admission was 
refused to any. newcomers and those who were there were made to understand 
that they were living on sufferance and at all times subject to instant expulsion. 
In 1862, however, all restrictions on residence were removed and ten years later 
full civic liberty was granted tothem. The synagogue is not yet half a century 
old. It was opened in 1867. The Jewish population now amounts to between 
one and two thousand. | | 


JEWISH NATIONAL MOVEMENT, | 


ORDER OF ANCIENT MACCABEANS, 


At the seventh biennial Convention' of the Order of Ancient Maccabeans (to 
which reference has already been made in these columns) the Grand Commander 
(Bro. Herbert Bentwich) reported on the work of the Grand Council. The number 
of Beacons had increased to thirty-six with acombined membership of nearly three 
thousand. The most important work that had been undertaken since the last 
Convention had been the establishment of the Maccabean Land Company. 
Within a few months the initial capital of £10,000 had been subscribed, and 
they were now well on their way to the doubling of the original capital. A 
series of resolutions were adopted as recommendations to the Grand Beacon. 
One of these provides that with a view of spreading the knowledge of Hebrew 
and Jewish national history, scholarships be founded by the Order to encourage 
the study of those subjects in the districts served by the different Beacons. 


The fifteenth annual report of the Bulawayo Chovevi Zion Society mentions 
that the Society -—has made steady progress. Nearly £50 was collected for 
the Hebrew Schools in Palestine, and the collections in the various towns visited 
by Dr. Isreeli amounted to nearly £600.

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“ Children of the Ghetto.” 


By ONE OF THEM. 


Is there anybody who can tell me why the inoffensive matzo should be advanced 
in price, or why the panic prices of foodstuffs generally should specially affect the 
“bread of affliction?” Meat has “gone up,” too, and so has poultry, though to a 
less noticeable extent. Still, one cannot help remarking with something akin to 
glee, that the kosher joint seems far cheaper than the trifa one! Strange, but 
true; a glance at the butchers’ displays will bear me out. With what a pang will 
the news be received by that ever-growing spécies of so-called Jew and Jewess, 
which delights in the non-kosher diet of the seaside “ apartments, and calls for its 
eggs and its horrible “ rashers” with a nonchalance that fits themill! The very 
fact that kosher food is cheaper should create a rush to the Jewish boarding-houses. 
But I fear me that, for the present, sammer holidays are “off”; the minds of dur 
people are hardly attuned to seaside leisure. Nor, for the matter of that, are their 
pockets. 


Events are gradually shaping themselves towards the systematic organisation 

of relief for the poor of our cities, and it is to be anticipated that, before the-e lines 

are in print, some effort, will have been made to relieve the immediate necessities 

of the indirect Jewish victims of this unhappy war. Many are, no doubt, work- 

ing on short time, hundreds are bound to be thrown out of employment, and tens 

of hundreds of decent folk, to whom charity is ordinarily anathema, will be forced. 
to seek the helping hand. Bearing this in mind, it is devoutly to be hoped that in: 
deference to the feelings of these, our less fortunate brothers and sisters, the cold 

and calculating methods of allocating relief may be passed over, and the paid charity 

investigator be superseded by the social worker who does not gauge the position 

of an applicant by the cleanliness of his children or the neatness of his home. 

Arrangements have already been made by Mr. George A. Cohen to create a special 

fund to deal with the distress that may possibly arise in. Whitechapel and its 
environs. Mr. Cohen, I understand, has the project well in hand, but is especially 

anxious to secure material and personal co-operation, 


We have been asked by the authorities of the Commercial Road Talmud Torah - 
to state that the outing already referred to in this column could not take place, 
Matters are far too precarious in these days to justify indulyencein excursions. For 
the matter of that, the wholesale abandonment of the second batch of country 
helidays for the children of our poor, has been accepted in stoical fashion by 
parents and little ones alike. The knowledge that the children are safe by the 
family hearth is far more satisfactory to the fidgety Jewish mother, whose 
sleeping hours and waking hours would otherwise be peopled by fears of little 
Jacky or little Becky in the hands of the “invaders” 1 need hardly tell you of 
the sobbings and the sighings in the neighbourhood of the Ghetto schools when 
the news became known that they wereto re-open. Two more weeks to run of 
unalloyed happiness, when, like a Belgian bombshell, the dread news burst upon 
the Ghetto’s hearths The teachers, particularly the Jewish teachers, weren't a 
bit pleased about it, either. 


What have the tailors’ pressers to say about it’? Here is the leading tailoring 
journal in the country enjoying a sly dig at their laborious calling, averring half 
jestingly that they have not the instinct of the artist, and ruin the clothes so 
proudly put together by their brothers of the shears and the needle. : They 
describe him as ‘“‘an absolute genius in the-art of mangling, commonly known as 
pressing,” and as ruining the fair fame of cutters who once enjoyed a reputation. 
But, seriously, are our Jewish pressers expert, and do they pass through any 
preliminary training’? Inquiries convince me that the average Jewish tailor's 
presser has jumped into his berth by sheer chance. As at present recognised, his 
work largely partakes of the character of unskilled labour. In a very short time 
he has picked up the rudiments of the “art” of pressing garments, and with bis 
strong right arm am@ his steaming iron, presses away the defects—and alas! the 
beauties—of the garment he attacks so murderously. 


I enquired of some half-a-dozen pressers what training they had received 
preparatory to adopting pressing as their calling. ‘ Training?” They laughed at 
me. They just ‘‘ watched the others” in their ‘ greener” days, observed that a 
minimum of skill produced a maximum of effect, and plumped for the presser's 
calling. And now they practise the ‘‘art of mangling” on our summer suits, 
implant anger in our hearts, and impel us time and again to blame and to change 
our tailor. Invariably we go farther and fare worse—the unskilled presser haunts 
us. Our thanks to the tailoring journal for bringing him to book. 


There were many familiar Jewish faces at the recent annual conference of dancing 
teachers, where, by the way, the president delivered a sort of Hesped over th 
departed glories of the Tango. The lady teachers far outnumberéd the gentlemen. 
One Jewess had come all the way from the United States to participate in the 
conference, and incidentally to master the mysteries of the new ‘Boston Pause,” 
and the * Boston Frangaise,” now decreed as the dances of polite society. There 
is, for the matter of that, something in the composition of the Jew that makes 
him peculiarly susceptible to the “poetry of motion,” and it is hardly a matter for 
surprise that the Jewish element should figure so largely in the ranks of dancing 
tutors. Edouard Espinosa has reminded me time and again that the most famous 
dancers of all nationalities, from Anna Pavlova downwards, are of the Jewish 
faith or of Jewish extraction. Nijinsky, with whom I chatted on his recent visit 


to London, struck me at the time as typically Jewish, though the dancer does not 
appear to have admitted this racial origin. : 


It was only to be expected that a Jew would take the helm in the work of 
assisting the many thousands of American tourists who were stranded in’ Londot 
as a result of their inability to cash their paper wealth.
